Sooner 
or l a t e r , p referably the former, we are 
going to hav e to make some major addi­ 
tions to ou r street sy stem. 
Holsinger has p rov ided city officials 
with a basis from which it shou ld n o w 
p roceed to meet the p roblem of tru ck traffic

We hav e waited too long to reach 
this stage and it is hop ed that action from 
this p oint on will be at an accelerated p ace.

‘T in g etting o ld,” sa y s the 6 7 -y ea r-o ld Okla ho ma n, 
“ And I ’v e g o tten rid o f a ll m y ho rses ex cept two so 
tha t 1 ca n just lo a d them in my tra iler a nd m o v e ea sily .” 


One of those two horses, C ham p ag ne Kid, has been 
m ov ing easily into the w inner’s circle this season while 
bettors hav e been sq u andering their two bu ck s on other 
p onies. 
“ lie ’s alw ay s p aid big p ari-m u tu el p ric e s,” Underwood 
say s.

Even professional
